ADDRESS BY BEV. COULTAS. 


On Sunday forenoon Rev. T. I. Conl- 


tas, who was 12 years of age when the 
war closed, delivered a memorial sermon 
at the First M. E. church in the presence 
of a congregation which nearly filled the 
audience room. Members of Dunham 
Post 141, G. A. R., .the Relief Corps, and 
Sons of Veterans were present in goodly 
numbers to hear the eloquent effort. At 
the right and left of the organ were 
placed the stars a»d stripes in folds, and 
about the altar were blooming plants and 
cut flowers. The visiting veterans occu- 
pied seats reserved for them. 


"Honor to Whom Honor is -Due," taken 


from the 7th verse of the 13th chapter of 
Romans, was the theme of the clergyman, 
who dwelt upon the noble sacrifices of 
the heroes dead and living, and paid a 
glowiug tribute to the memory of the 
dead and extolled in touching words the 
deeds of the few members of the grand 
army who yet survive. He said the war 
of '61 began in 1620 when two distinct 
civilizations were brought to America 
from Europe—one of church, liberty and 
schools that landed from the Mayflower 
at Plymouth Book, the other of slavery 
and oppression that came from the const 
of Africa and landed at Jamestown. Both 
struggled and battled against each other 
through the centuries until the church 
and liberty triumphed at Appomattox 
April 12,1865, when Lee gave his sword 
to Grant. Now the country should be at 
peace. "Satan can kill, a savage can 
avenge." Let the bitterness of the past 
be wiped ont, and hasten the day when 
the north and the south will be firmly 
united. In concluding Rev. Coultas al- 
luded to the evils of the liquor traffic in 
strong terms, pronouncing it a greater 
curse than that of slavery, and ao called 
upon the veterans to aid in the effort to 
crush it—not with bayonets or bullets 
but with the ballot. The address was 
full ot bright ideas, and more lime should 
have been taken to enlarge and round 
out the points, but that "could not be 
done in the pulpit as the conference reg- 
ulations allow but 40 minutes tor tbe 
sermon. The address is generally praised 
by the old soldiers as a fine etfoi t.

The members of the city council met 


by agreement Saturday night in commit- 
tee of the whole to secure more light on 
the gas question. Representatives of the 
Decatur Gae company were present with 
the books of the corporation and had 
them "turned inside out" for the-enlight- 
enment of the council. The figures dem- 
onstrated that there was $118,000 in the 
plant, $100,000 of which represented the 
capital stock. During the past 18 years 
the dividends aggregated something over 
$74,000. On the basis of furnishing 11,- 
000,000 feet of gas annually, it was dem- 
onstated that it will cost the company 
$1.47K per thousand feet to deliver the 
gas ready for consumption in the stores, 
offices and dwellings. At the next meet- 
ing of the council there may be more 
action on the gas question, but how it 
will terminate no one can foretell. The 
company has expended many thousand 
dollars in improving the plant, and the 
fixed charges and outlay for extention of 
pipes and repairs every year are heavy. 
They can put the gas in the holder for 90 
cents, but they claim that they cannot 
supply the gas at a fair profit for $1.50.
